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(54) THEFT-PREVENTING DEVICE FOR PORTABLE ELECTRONIC DEVICE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To prevent a portable electronic device 
itself from being stolen by making the device not operable as it is 
and making the information stored in a storage medium built in the 
device or in an external storage medium such as floppy disk not 
usable even if the device is stolen, thereby preventing the device 
from being stolen because of the reason that the stolen device can 
not be used. 

SOLUTION: An alarm function which issues an alarm at the time of 
movement of a portable electronic device 1, a lock function which 
locks the electronic device so that it cannot be operated at the 
time of operation of the alarm function, a confirmation function 
which confirms whether a person using the electronic device is a 
regular person or not, and a lock release function which releases 
lock of the lock function at the time of confirming that the person is 
a regular person, are provided. A set function is provided which sets 
a burglarproof device to the stand-by state for operation at the 
time of movement. The lock function is so constituted that the 
operation system of the electronic device cannot be started after 
the operation of the alarm function. The lock function is so 
constituted that the information storage medium cannot be taken 
out from the electronic device after the operation of the alarm 
function. A part or the whole of the burglarproof device of the 
portable electronic device 1 can be incorporated in the electronic 
device or be externally attached.

1. A theft-preventing device for portable electronic device 
including : 

an alarm function which generates an alarm when a 
portable electronic device (1) is moved; 

a lock function which locks the portable electronic 
device (1) so that it cannot be operated normally; 

a confirmation function which confirms whether a 
person using the portable electronic device is a proper person 
or not; and 

a lock release function which releases the lock of the 
lock function upon confirmation of the person as being the 
proper person. 

3. A theft-preventing device for portable electronic 
device according to Claim 1 or 2, wherein the lock function 
turns OFF a main power source of the portable electronic 
device (1) . 

4 . A theft-preventing device for portable electronic 
device according to Claim 1 or 2, wherein the lock function is 
so adapted that an operation system (OS) of the portable 
electronic device (1) cannot be started. 
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
